Street fighting isn’t the 
prime requisite for assured 
success in the wrestling ring, 
particularly if an aggressive 
brawler is going up against an 
adversary who mixes science 
with brawn. 

Check out any of today’s su- 
perstars in the mat sport and 
you'll find 99 per cent of these 
athletes are well-grounded in 
the basics of wrestling. 

Naturally, there are nu- 
merous villains who oft-times 
toss the scientific approach to 
the four winds in order to en- 
hance their image as bona fide 
meanies who have pure con- 
tempt for the rule book and all 
that is considered legitimate 
inside the squared circle, 

Yet there are exceptions in 
any sport, wrestling notwiths- 
tanding. 

Two outstanding principals 
immediately coming to mind 
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Maurice Vachon lives up to his 
reputation as “Mad Dog” when 
he sucker punched Jocques 
Rougeau before the opening bell 
of theirlong awaited matchup.

Some of the rules of wrestling 
can, no doubt, use some new 
hlood. Itis keeping with this idea 
of constant changing and upda- 
ting, that Rougeau and Vachon 
met each other on Canadian ter- 
rain in a dual champion cham- 
pionship boul. 


In their exuherant youth and 
before they tasted the affluence 


accorded front-line box office at- 
tractions, both Vachon and 
Rougeau were genuine street 
brawlers and night club boun- 
cers who never looked the other 
way when physieal trouble had 
them ‘‘looking down a barrel.”’ 


Ironically, both men are highly 
capable straight wrestlers when 
they want to do a job, Vaehon 
having won a Gold Medal in the 
Commonwealth Games in 1950 in

Greco-Roman style wrestling 
and Rougeau learning all the 
proper finesse from his uncle, 
early in his pro career. 

Right now the talk in Canada 
are the approaching ‘76 Olym- 
pics but the mat filberts have ne- 
ver forgotten that night late one 
summer when Vachon and Rou- 
feau stood across from each 
other in the same ring ready for 
the best two out of three falls 
showdown. 

The match was long in the 
making, principally because 
both wrestlers had conflicting 
commitments and neither ever 


seemed to have an open date 


when the other was available. 
Both performers have met the 
best in the business and certainly 
had nq reason to fear each other. 
Physically Rougeau had the 
edge, standing six-foot four and 
weighing 246 pounds while Vach- 
on is built like a fire plug at five 
feet, 1] inches and 238 pounds, 
But a big plus on Vachon’s led- 
ger is his durability stamina and 





power, not to mention an assort- 
ment of trickery that has left 
many a larger opponent hattered 
and bleeding on the mat. 


It wasn’t until the early sixties 
in Portland, Oregon that Vachon 
picked up the tag, ‘‘Mad Dog.” It 
was an accident but he earned it, 

Maurice doesn’t remember the 
opponent but he does remember a 
fan jumping into the ring, trying 
to assault him for his unsports- 


manship against the other wres- 
tler. 


Vachon tossed the fan into the 
front row seats and then took on 
four policemen, flinging one out 
of the ring before they could over- 
power the squat tornado. 


The Portland promoter was 
livid, rushing into the dressing 
room to berate Vachon for spoil- 
ing the well publicized main 
event.

Rougeau received a

“You're nothing but a Mad 
Dog,’ exclaimed the enraged 
promoter. 


Maurice always smiles when 
he reminisces over the night, re- 
calling the name stuck and 
helped him to ‘make a fortune in 
wrestling,” 


In the build up for the Rougeau 
encounter, Vachon bellowed on 
television that ‘‘]’J] crush that 
hum like a grape.” 


A deeply tanned Rougeau 
smiled knowingly, a soft touch of 
contempt which indicated ‘it 
could never happen.” 


Despite a paralyzing Metre 
transit (subway) strike in Mon- 
treal, there were 10,000 mat de- 
votees on hand, roaring approval 
for their respective herocs when 
Vachon and Rougeau climbed 
through the ropes. 


This was a natural con- 
frontation of super villain versus 
super here. That’s what the fans 
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expected, That’s not what ther 
got, Bul what they did get was a 
lulu. 

Vachon, attired in black 
trunks with a Van Dyke beard to 
match, snarled and glowered as 
he flexed his muscles. When ref- 
eree Omer Marchessault gave 
the prematch instructions, Mad 
Dog disdainfully refused to 
shake hands. 

But it was the perfect ploy to 
catch Jacques off guard. Vachon 
turned his back as toreturn to his 
corner for the bell but suddenly 
Mad Dog whirled and lunged at 
Rougeau. 

Vachon started throwing lefts 
and rights and landing on the be-

wildered Rougeau. Jacques’ 
right eye suffered a nasty cut just 
above the brow that caused the 
blood to cascade down his face. 
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Apropos to the environment, 
Vachon had his rival’s blood on 
his chin and lower lip as he drove 
Rougeau across the ring and 
repeatedly applied a choke held 
while smashing his head into the 
ring turnbuckle. 


Jacques never recovered from 
the initial assault, slumping to 
the canvas and became easy prey 
as Vachon fell across his chest 
for the opening pin in just 39 see- 
onds. 


Vachon wanted a quick victory 
and rushed out, catching 
Rougeau by the throat and driv- 
ing his head again into the turn 
buckle no less than six times be- 
fore Jacques could break free.

Both wrestlers were known as 
rough, tough street fighters 
during their earlier days and 
they didn’t disappoint the 
crowd who was expecting a 
knock-down, drag-out brawl. 


Jacques had evened the match by 
knocking Vachon out of the ring and 
then cut Maurice's right eye with an 
assortment of punches to the head 
and body. Mad Dog is wobbly here 
but in his last serious bid for victary 
stuns Rougeau with a left forearm 
smash, 


The crowd was as wild as the 
participants, standing and 
throwing paper cups into the 
ring as the powerful Rougeau 
eleared his head and promptly 
knocked Vachon out of the ring 
witha right hand to the jaw. 


Maurice just managed to beat 
the count. Vachon’s right eye 
also was cut but it was a much 
deeper wound and he was vir- 
tually out on his feet. 


Vachon was a reeling target as 
Rougeau assumed a semi-boxer 
stance and rained lefts and right 
hand punches to the face and 
body of his opponent. 


Maurice was down twice and 
completely at sea on rubber legs

Blood filled the cup of Vach- 
on’s eye as he blinked semi-con- 
sciously and Rougeau draped 
himself across his foe to even the 
match at 4:35 with a body pin. 


Jacqucs quickly learned that a 
wrestler like Vachon takes a lot 
of *‘killing.’’ Mad Dog, calling on 
al his reserve, lunged al his larg- 


er foe and threw punches from all 
angles.

Finally after 2:14 of the ‘fall’, 
Marchessault turned Vachon 
into the ropes and ruled he was in 
nocondition to continue. 


Vachon heatedly protested the 
action no less than twice but the 
roaring din of the spectators’ ap- 
proval muffled his protests. 


A blecding, dejected Maurice 
finally accepted the official’s ul- 
timatum and this time it was 
Jacques Rougcau who didn’t of- 
fer toshake hands.

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After seven falls, Markus 
whipped Lothario who gave up and 
couldn’t continue. 


A “hair vs. mask” match was 
signed for thenext week. 


Before the match Markus 
grabbed a girl fan by the hair and 
had to be restrained by promoter 
Tino Sheldon. The fight, when it 
began, was wild and closely fought. 
Soon it was all even at two falls 
apiece. Then the crowd cheered as 
Lothario pinned Markus for an 
apparent win. But Markus showed 
the referee that he had his foot. on 
the bottom rope. The referee, not 
knowing that Markus didn’t put 
his foot up there until after the 
count of three, reversed his deci- 
sion and gavethe winto Markus! 


Markus told the barber to come. 
The fans went crazy and tried to 
get in the ring. One man made it 





but was grabbed hy police and tak- 
en away. Lothario said he didn’t 
want to tose his hair, hut would go 
along with the referee's decision. 
The fans yelled “No!” and crowded 
around thering. 

Police averted a riot hy hustling 
Markus tothe dressing room. 


Suddenly, several wrestlers in- 
cluding Red Bastien, Ken Patera, 
Tex McKenzie and others grabbed 
the referee and told the barber to 
shave him! So the barher shaved 
referee Gene Garcia as punishment 
for his ‘mistaken decision.” 

‘The fans were glad that Lothario 
was still in possession of his hair. 

One week later Markus beat Red 
Bastien for the Texas heavyweight 
title. He then paired with Black 
Cordinan as a tag team. This is 
strange since it’s difficult to con- 
ceive a Gordman-Goliath breakup. 


But it has occurred and Gordman 
and Gran Markus are now com- 
peting as a wild and violent tag 
tandem. 


It looks like Lothario has his 
work cut out for him and the feud is 
still going strong. For Lothario fans 
there is one bit of good news. Two 
weeks after the match pictured 
with this story, Jose heat Jack 
Brisco in a two-out-of-three fall 
match but didn’t yet the title he- 
cause Jack got himself disqualified 
in the last fall. All fans present 
agree Lothario had the match well 


‘in hand. 


This is the second time here in 
Texas that the fans feel Lothario 
should have won the N.W.A. belt.

Between bouts, as you sit there nibbling at your 
hot-dog and slowly sipping your soft drink away, look 
around you and you will see heads — feminine heads 
that is — and you may very well be astonished to dis- 
cover that women outnumber men in the audience in a 
fair proportion... 

This may not always be the case, but it happens 
quite often. And don’t go trying to count everybody in 
the arena! This would certainly be impossible with the 
thousands of fans now jamming any wrestling match 
that offers you a good card. 

To make things simple, yet convincing enough, 
take 10 or 12 rows in front of you, the seats to your 
right and left and as many rows as you can behind you. 
You should rapidly arrive at over 100, even closer to 
200 or more. This is a good sample of the rest of the 
crowd, there can be nodoubt about this. 

What are the results? The percentage is slightly 
favorable to the women?

women nowadays are eager and 
fervent — even at times pas- 
sionate — wrestling fans. It 
can infact be said that women, at 
any match, are much more “‘ac- 


you can hear their shouts, and 
calls, and shrieks — whether of 
approval or anger — through all 
the din and uproar that can be 
heard during any good brawl... 


At times, you will even see 
women rushing forwards to- 
wards the ring, or towards the 
grappters they haven't liked as 
they are heing escorted out of the 
room after a particularly dirty 
match. You wil] even see some 
women trying to hit the athlete 
who has givena rough time to the 
wrestler who had caught their 
faney... There are quite a few 
wrestlers around today who bear 
marks they got in these hrief, 
savage but unexpected encoun- 
ters around thering! 

Suppose that, on one particu- 
lar occasion, you will count more 
men than women at a match, 
don’t let that discourage you. At 
the very next opportunity, trv 
again, and this time you may 
very well end up with the results 
that many have verified in cer- 
tain cities. 

But whatever the results, 
the guestion remains the 
same: Why have se many women, 
nowadays, become such keen 
wrestling fans? 

Things were definitely not as 
they are today, in this respect, 
let’s say some 20 or 30 years ago. 


But the fact remains — and 
cannot be denied — that a good 
wrestling mateh, with the great 
display on the part of the wres- 
tlers of the art of self-defence and 
the ‘‘science’’ that goes with il, 
will always be an interesting 
sight to watch, whether the oppo- 
nents are, male or female. 

There will also be the odd girl 
or woman who is passionately, if 
secretcly, in love with one par- 
ticular wrestler. In her eyes, he 
is the most beautiful sight she 
has seen and she will never miss 
one of his matches. But this also 
can be but the exception to the 
gencral rule that women, today, 
are regular and faithful and loyal 
wrestling fans. 

You will also find some women 
who gothere to he with their hus- 
band or boy-friend. This too 
would probably not represent the 
majority of them. 

No. The real reason lies clse- 
where. It cannot be ‘‘just a way 
to spend an evening’', no more 
than the fact that women are in 
love with the grapplers — some 
of which have miens that are ecr- 
tainly not made to invite the 


fondest and most affectionate of 
feelings! 


Nor can it be said, in all se- 
riousness, that women are there, 
around the rings, in such greal 
numbers, only because the sight 
of the partly naked bodies of 
some of the finest athletes any- 
one ¢an see anywhere titillates 
the most secret of their sexual de- 
sires. 

Of course, there has to he some 
of this. Even men have to admire 
a beautiful body, and just as the 
perfectly shaped body of a beau- 
tiful woman cannot leave them 
cold, itis a certainty that women 
are emotionally affected by the 
sight of the powerful and yet lithe 
bodies of our finest wrestlers. 

There is some of this. But to my 
mind at least there is also much 
more. 

Wrestling, in many more ways 
than one, isan ‘‘outlet”’, 2 kind of 
emotional safety-valve, for a 
great number of the spectators 
that crowd around the ring... 

This may certainly be said of 
any sporting match. Whether it 
be at hockey, foothal!, boxing or

Jn those days, you did see women 
at wrestling matches, but there 
were at least two differences 
with what takes place today. 
First of all, there is no doubt that 
they were much less numerous 
than now. Secondly, the women 
you could see at these matches 
were much quieter, reserved and 
in full control of their emotions 
than the ones you sce around the 
rings today... 

What brings them there in 
such great numbers nowadays? 

Some psychologists have sug- 
gested an answer that to their 
minds says everything in a three- 
letter word: sex! 

There definitely may he some 
of this in the present day ‘‘infa- 
tuation’’ of women with the sport 
of wrestling. But that certainly 
cannot give the full answer. No 
more than to say that men like to 
watch women wrestlers for the 
shecr pleasure of stimulating 
their sexual appetites. For some 
men, for sure, that is the one and 
only reason that will make them 
appreciate a good fight between 
women athletes. 





Some of the moré restrained breed of 
women. One wonders though if the little 
gitl inside isn’t ;umping up and down, 


wrestling, there is definitely a re- 
lease of pent-up emotions on the 
part of many — if not of almost 
all — of those who are in the au- 
dience, menand women alike. 

But this may be true in a great- 
er sense of wrestling than of any 
other sport, because there is no 
other sport that is as action- 
packed as this one. From the mo- 
ment the wrestlers set foot into 
the ring until the time the de- 
feated one leaves the arena, there 
is not one second of respite — net- 
ther the athletes themselves nor 
the onlookers have a moment's 
breather! The action ‘‘rolls on". 
from beginning to end, at break- 
neck speed... 

It can be said that a good wres- 
tler can arouse 4 crowd just as 
well, ifnot better than, the great- 
est orators the world has seen!He 
has them in the palm of his hands 
from the moment he steps into 
the ring, and if he has skill and 
ability on the mat, he will have 
them all sitting on the edge of 
their seats — or standing up — 
until the moment he steps back 
through the ropes...

Another night in Madison 
Square Garden The Sheik almost 
touched off a riot with brutal 
“pencil’’ attack on Luis Marti- 
nez, 

In-a mixup Martinez was first 
called the winner and then the 
match was awarded to The Sheik 
who had inflicted severe cuts on 
the mat star’s head. The Sheik 
was lucky to get back to his 
dressing room physically intact 
much less wearing his silk robes. 

Yet despite his unbelievably 
bad ring manners, The Sheik is a 
sensational draw wherever he 
performs — and that is anywhere 
in the world where a promoter 
will pay his fee. 

The Sheik may well be the 
highest paid wrestler in the 
world but his appearance as- 


sures a sellout simply because . 


the fans turn out to see him get 
his comeuppance. 

The Sheik has met most of the 
{op wrestlers in the world and he 
has taken his share of lumps but 
most of his losses have come 
through disqualification. 

One of the Syrian’s chief tal- 
ents is his ability to draw the ire 
of the patrons in pre-match tele- 
vision interviews, Rolling his 
eyes in an induced frenzy, The 
Sheik is a cinch to whet the fans’ 
appetite to see the match when he 
maligns the ability of his oppo- 
nent. 

Not far behind as a bona fide 
villain is Pampero Firpo, who is 
usually billed as the Wild Man of 
the Pampas. 

A native of Buenos Aires, Fir- 
po goes berserk the minute he 
steps into the ring. As far as 
Pampero is concerned there is no 
rule book to curb his victousness. 
Brutality is his byword and, like 
The Sheik, nothing is sacred in 
dispatching an opponent. 

Firpo comes in at 235 pounds 
replete with black beard and 
wild, bushy hair. He will get on 
the top rope strand and take 
down his opponent even before 
the referee has given pre-match 
instructions.

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Pampero's father promoted 
boxing in Argentina and he first 
saw the inside of an arena when 
he was five years old. 

Perhaps Pampero's dad had 
visions of his son growing up to 
emulate the country’s boxing 
star, Luis Firpo, who is remem- 
bered as the man who knocked 
Jack Dempsey out of the ring in 
their world’s heavy weight cham- 
pionship fight on Sept. 23, 1923. 





Dempsey climbed back into the 
ring and kayoed Firpo in the sec- 
ond round in one of the most ex- 
citing fights in history. 

Firpo boxed succesfully as 
an amateur for four years and 
also took time out to study law 
and languages at the University 
of 8 uenos Aires. 

One night he stopped by 2 
wrestling promoter’s office in 
Luna Park to pick up some tick- 
ets.

ered wrestling as a career, 

Firpo only weighed 180 
pounds at the time but he decided 
to give it a try and he was 
matched against a 325 pound 
grappler named Gitano, which 
means Gypsy in Spanish. 

It was a long hard night for 
Pampero and he wound up in the 
hospital for two months and 
needed a cane to walk for two 
more. 

The die was cast — Pampero 
was going to be a wrestler. He 
also wanted to meet Gitano again 
and he found him one day work- 
ing out inagym. 

This time it was Firpo’s turn 
and he quickly stunned the giant 
with a left hook and followed 
with a right cross and then 
flailed away with combinations. 
It took four wrestlers to pull him 
off semi-conscious Gitano. 

Pampero trained for two years 
learning all the holds before he 
returned to the mat. But he had 
learned his lessons well, per- 
fecting the Claw Hold which he 
uses as the coup de grace in to- 
day’s wild action. 

Perhaps it was that first en- 
counter with Gitano but Pam- 
pero Firpo made a declaration 
“never to give a sucker an even 
break in the ring.’’ And now the 
Latin, who speaks seven lan- 
guages, ranks among the dirtiest 
of the world’s dirty wrestlers. 

Ranked third in the poll is Ox 
Baker, a 6 foot, four inch giant 
who weighs in at 320 pounds and 
bills himself as the “Meanest 
Maninthe World.” 


Baker has eyebrows rivalling 


Satan’s and comes into the ring 
with a clean shaven head — and 
that’s the only thing clean about 
his performance. 

Baker, whose first name is 
Doug, has developed what he 
ealls his Elbow Crunch. 

“I came up with the idea of 
Jumping off the second rope 
strand and coming down across 
My opponent’s throat with my el- 
bow. I can feel their body crunch 
and that’s why I call it my Elbow 
Crunch.”

There is ample evidence to suggest that 
Sarn Muchnick, the St. Louis wrestling pro- 
moter who also happens to be my uncle, is 
nnw of those American success stories. 
Through a combination of hard work and 
propitious circumstances, he managed to at- 
tain a position of stature that eluded the av- 
erage Willy Luman, And back before televi- 
sion and wrestling became happy tag-team 
Partners and business prospered to such aa 
extent, he helped elect a president of the 
United States. 

It was 1948 the year fellow Missourian 
Harry § Truman, after completing the final 
term of Franklin D. Roosevelt, sought to 
win one on his own. He put 31,000 railroad 
miles isto a whistle-stop, underdog struggle 
apainst suave Thomas E. Dewey of New 
York, 

The odds makers and pollsters weren't giv- 
ing Mr. Truman a whit of a chance. He was 
Aan & to |] underdog in the betting and 
Georcse Gallup and the Auverican Institute of 
Pubic Opinton had Dewey leading in 3I 
states. The Crossley Poll assured Dewey of 
at least 274 electoral votes, safely over the 
necessary 266, and said that a total of 300 
was not inconceivable, ‘The Truman-Bark- 
ley ticket, on the other hand, with ever pos- 
sible consideration, is unlikely te have more 
than 219," Crossley added. 


THE DEMOCRATIC National Committee 
hardly panicked at these pronouncements,

but it undoubtedly recngnized a prodigious 
task and banked on one of Mr. Truman's 
few political strengths ~— his folksy pulling 
power. An engagement in his home state 
promised to afford an enthusiastic campaign 
climax, St. Louis being the logical site. The 
committee opted for Kiel Auditorium on 
Oct. 29, Friday night of the final weekend 
before the Nov. 2 clections. 

At the same time another battle brewed, 
this one flavored with the equally intriguing 
politics of the wrestling world. The combat-

Club and the rival Mississippi Valley Sports 
Cluk, which was run by Martin Thesz and 
his wwrestler-son Lou. At stake: domination

Tie two drove off in Muchnick's 
rumble-seat Ford, leaving behind competi- 
tors wha had much fancier cars. Now he 
was using that skill to gain valuable con- 
fecws. 


“Why,” Lou Thesz asked one day, “don't

“John Nungle has just informed me of yoor 
generosity with regard to the Auditorium 
for Friday, October twenty-ninth. I can’t tell 
you how very much J appreciate your cour- 
tesy in this matter. [ Aope to see you that 
evening. Sincerely vours, Harry Truman.” 


THE LETTER IS NOW framed and hangs 
in the den of Uncie Sam's two-story nome 
in Olivette, He and his wife, Helen, have 
three children, college students all, But our 
story isn't over yet. 

“A couple of days ‘ater,’ my uncle re- 
calls, “John Nangle called again. Mr. Tru- 
Man was going to be in New York on the 
twenty-ninth. Also, he’d get greater radic 
exposure on a Saturday night. So I quickly 
agreed to move the wrestling card BACK to 
Friday."” 

He ¢s!timates the confusion cost him 
$1,000, no smaljl sum in his 1948 operation. 
Even though the state political potentates

offered a reciprocal favor, Uncle Sam says 
he never cashed in on the promise. But he 
did receive some helpful publicity. 

"Pm an admirer and supporter of Harry 
Truman anyway, and anything I can do to 
help elect him wil! be a pleasure,” he told 
the St. Louis Labor Tribune. 


THE STAR-TIMES QUOTED him as say- 
ing, “I'm neutral when jt comes to politics, 
but when the President of the United States 
asks me to do him a favor, [’ll never re- 
fuse. And just to show I'm not taking sides, 
I'd give up my Oct. 29 date for Tom Dewey 
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The late great Don Eagle. 
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Frankie Talaber. 


if he should want to use the auditorium.” 

The subject of this frenetic game of musi- 
caj dates had other matters on his mind. By 
Oct. 30 Mr, Truman was coming off an un- 
impressive two-day stay in New York City 
and was happy to be headed for friendly 
territory. Thursday's Madison Square Gar- 
den appearance had gone well enough, but in 
Brocklyn on Friday, said the correspond- 
ents, Harry had been a bit sluggish. 


Aides sent forth the word that handshakes 
that night would be out of the question; the 
clasping throngs of 36 states had left him 
with a tender case of Campaigner’s Fingers. 
Speechwriters were busy altering, reiining, 
juxtaposing fiery phrases: they applied a 
last spray of rhetoric scant minutes before 
the train carrying the presidential entourage 
arrived in St. Louis. 

Meanwhile, a tired Truman was looking 
forward to a couple of quiet days in Inde- 
pendence, followed by a Florida vacation he 
and Bess were planning regardless of the 
election returns. 

If the President needed inspiration, he 
certainly got it from a reusing reception al 
Union Station, where close to 10,000 people 
were lined six deep. Another 50,000 braved 
Nasty wet weather and jammed the Market 
Street sidewalks along the five-block drive 
to the auditorium, while 2) aerial bombs sa- 
luted him from Aloe Plaza. Finally, when he 
entered the Kiel Convention Hali several 
minutes late, and the band broke into ‘Hail 
to the Chief,” an estimated 13,000 loyalists 
produced a stenturian roar. Gorgeous 
George never heard one any louder. 

“COWBELLS AND a siren, which had 
sounded mechanical when Forrest Smith, the 
Democraiic nominee for Governor, ad- 
dressed the packed house, took on the air of 





the real thing when the President stnod in 
front nf the microphones,’ wrote Paul W. 
Tredway, then a reporter and now Sunday 
editor af The Globe-Democrat. 


“He dif not give the impression of a 
man who thinks he is licked. Unless he can 
act as well as he can play the piano, Mr, 
Truman was not fooling.” 

Scanning the faithful during the four-min- 
tite Ovation, the president dramatically dis- 
carded the script over which his subordi- 
nates had toiled and, as they say, proceeded 
ta deliver from the heart. Although at best 
only a meciocre speaker, he put it all to- 
eether in his 271st and finest campaign-trail 
address. 

“Give ‘em hell, Harry!" 
repeating his slogan. 

“I'm giving it, I'm giving it!" he yelled 
back. 

He tashed out vigorously at Dewey, the 
Republicans in general, the hostile media. 
He elicited cheers from the predominantly 
pro-labor crowd — including a large assem- 
blage of AFL Steamfitters — by reiterating 
his desire lo see the repeal of the Taft-Hart- 
levy Act, which Congress had passed over his 
veto, 

Observed the Sunday New York Times: 
"Mr. Truman was in a fighting mood as he 
has never been in the campaign belore.”

Blaming camplacency, Republicans kick- 
éed themselves.

Truman,” a Gallirp 
spokesman concluded, “staged a strong up- 
surge in the closing days of the campaign,” 
Many a head-seratching analyst cited the 
St, Louis speech as the turning point. 


That brings us back to my father’s Demo- 
cratic hrother. He too won the match after 
dropping the first fall.

He even went home 
for the weekend before getting 
sick and going to the hospital 
where he died.”’ 

“Ray was well-liked. I thought 
there were a couple of times dur- 
ing the match when he was hav- 
ing trouble getting his breath but 
he was hitting me good. Gunkel 
was very tough and I have a 
cracked bone in my wrist now 
that he gave me.’ 


Gunkel collapsed in his dress- 
ing room after the match and was 
reportedly a victim of a heart at- 
tack. 

Regardless of how badiy the 
patrons berate him, Ox Baker 
can live with the situation and 
that is obviously why he contin- 
ues his illegal, dirty tactics to er- 
ase any opponent who stands in 
his way. 

Dick The Bruiser is fourth in 
the poll and there are few ineaner 
athletes in the game today. A na- 
tive of Reno and now campaign- 
ing out of Indianapolis, The 
Bruiser often paired with The 
Crusher in tag events and if there 
is a stronger, tougher duo 
around, they are certainly hard 
tofind. 

The Bruiser is the kind of 
wrestler who sometimes looks for 
trouble outside the ring. 

Back in the sixties, Dick was 
matched against Alex Karras, 
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the Detroit Lions guard who was 
wrestling in the Motor City dur- 
ing the off season. 

Karras, no midget himself at 
265, held a partnership in the 
Lindell A.C., a downtown Det- 
roit night spot frequented by the 
sporting gentry. 

One night The Bruiser walked 
in and challenged Karras to 


come out from behind the bar. 
The Lions’ star refused, telling 
the former University of Nevada 
gridder he would takecare of him 
when they “‘gotintothering.” 

The Bruiser said if Alex 
wouldn’t come out, then he 
would come behind the bar and 
get him. Somebody went for a 
phone and called the police. 

As Bruiser and Karras went at 
it, more than a dozen policemen 
arrived in squad cars. And before 
the Bruiser could be subdued, 
one officer suffered a broken leg 
and another several brokenribs. 

This wasn’t the first time The 
Bruiser was arrested for a tavern 
altercation. The fire plug that 
walks like aman has been known 
to walk into some night spot and 
challenge three or four men at a 
time. There are rarely any tak- 
ers. 

Ernie Ladd, another ex-grid- 
der with pro experience, was 
named fifth on the poll. 

Ladd is a hard man to hold 


down when he really goes on the 
warpath, standing six foot, eight 
inches and weighing in at 325. 
During his career as a lineman, 
Ladd played with the Kansas 
Chiefs, San Diego Chargers and 









Housten Oilers in the National 
Football League. 

Like his current opposition on 
the mat, running backs felt the 
wrath of Ladd’s fury when he 
tackled them. 

Ernie, like any other genuine 
ruffian, goes all out — legally or 
otherwise — to win a match. It is 
not uncommon to see him come 
out of the audience in street 
clothes and attack a wrestler 
who might be getting the best of a 
buddy. 

Ladd knew he had to observe 
therules in football, lest his team 
be penalized unmercifully but he 
doesn’t adhere to that theory in 
wrestling. 

“I've had too many fellows 
who took advantage of me when I 
was just breaking in. Now I 
think | can hold my own with 
anyone and I havea motto — ‘Do 
Unto Others before they do unto 
you and I’M not fooling.”’ 

Ladd has paired with Baron 
Von Rasclike in tag matches and 
if there is a more powerful, unru- 
ly twosome they must be on an- 
other pkanet.

lot of wrestling news have taken place since my 
last column, so let’s get the ball rolling and give 
you the latest mat happenings. 





Ron Dupree (left) and Chrle Colt, tha 
Hell’s Angels, are back together altar a 
brief feud in Arizona. The Hell's Angela 
would Ilke to regain the World Tag Crown 
they held 4 few years ago. 


A substitution led to the defeat 
of RAY STEVENS and NICK 
BOCK WINKLE, and the loss of 
their A.W.A. tag team belts. DUS- 
TY RHODES and SUPERSTAR 
BILLY GRAHAM were scheduled 
to challenge RAY and NICK, but 
travel plans of GRAHAM became 
fouled up. Polish strongman IVAN 
PUTSKI became a last minute 
substitute — and the new team of 


DUSTY RHODES and IVAN 
PUTSKI demolished BOCK- 
WINKLE and STEVENS in two 
straight falls to win the belts. A 
series of rematches is expected 
throughout the Midwest. 

THE HELL'S ANGELS are 
tearing things up in the Gulf Coast 
circuit, They are showing the fans, 
promoters and other tag teams that 
they are on the road to recapture 
the World Tag Team Champion- 
ship. RON DUPR#EE and CHRIS 
COLT compose the team known as 
the HELL’S ANGELS and are the 
original team ofthat name. A num- 
ber of wrestlers have used the name 
as the title of their combo. How- 
ever, no other team has ever been 
able to match either the style or the 
personalities of DUPREE and 
COLT. 

The Vermont Championship 
recently changed hands in one of 
the bloodiest matches ever wit- 
nessed in Burlington, Vermont. 
JOHNNY WAR EAGLE defeated 
COWBOY FRANKIE LAINE to 
secure the Green Mountain Title. 
JOHNNY also received fourteen 
stitches at the local hospital to sew 
up a deep gash he obtained when he 
was thrown out of the ring and 
landed on the edge of the ring steps. 
This reporter will have a complete 
report of the match in a future is- 
sue. 

YAGI, the young wrestler from 
Japan, continued to thrill fans and 
amaze his fellow wrestlers with his 
ability in his matches in Western 
Canada. YAGI is currently wres- 
tling for promoter Stu Hart of Cal- 
gary and is showing a great deal of 
promise. 

Fans in Southern California 
have taken DINO BRAVO to their 
hearts. BRAVO is a young wrestler 
from Montreal and is of Italian de- 
cent and a former member of the 
“Italian Connection’. At the 
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Maurice ‘‘Mad Dog” Vachon 
is the sixth man on the roster and 
never was a wrestler better 
named once he steps into the 
ring. 

Though 44 years old, the 238- 
pound French-Canadian acts 
like he is two decades younger in 
dishing out his particular brand 
of mayhem. 

Until 1962, the bald plated,

bearded ruffian was billed 
strictly as Maurice Vachon. The 
tag ‘“‘Mad Dog’ arrived and 
stuck following a match in Por- 
tland, Oregon. 

“T don’t remember my oppo- 
neut’s name but I hit hiin before 
the bell and the referee got upset. 
The referee kept chasing me 
around the ring and when I 
Jearned he was disqualifying me, 
I really got hot,’’ Vachon ex- 
plained. 

Finally Maurice picked up the 
referee and took him into an air- 
plane spin. The ring arbiter 
landed unconscious in the third 
row. The ungentlemanly assault 
brought police into the ring. 

“This one cop climbed into the 
ring with his nightstick but [ ne- 
ver gave him a chance to use it. [ 
thought he was going to hit me 
picked him up and threw him into 
arow of chairs with a body slam. 
I guess it took four men to get me 
out of the ring.”’ 

The promoter was white hot as 
he made his way to Vachon’s 
dressing room where he was tak- 
en under guard. 
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He looked me in the eye and 
screamed “You ain’t nothing but 
a mad dog. Well, the name stuck 
and I have been making money 
ever since,’” Vachon laughed. 

Vachon has a natural talent to 
be a villain and he will never be a 
candidate for a Good Guy Award 
— and if somebody gave him one, 
he'd probably bite it in two. 

Mad Dog believes he can beat 
anybody in the world, having

ry. It was the largest turnout for 
an outdoor mateh in North 
America in 1973. 

Stan Stasiak is the seventh 
meanie on the totem poll and a 
real powerhourse out of St. Louis 
at 275 pounds. 

Stasiak beat Pedro Morales 
earlier in the year to win the 
World Wide Wrestling Feder- 
ation’s sanction as champion but 


it was a brief reign. 

Stasiak lost the crown a short 
time later to Bruno Sammartino, 
who is considered by most ex- 
perts as the strongest man’ in 
wrestling. 

Like the others mentioned 
above, Stan will do anything to 
achieve a victory. 

One confidante of Stasiak said 
recently: *‘Stan doesn’t care how 
he wins as long as he wins and 
that means hitting an opponent 
with rings, microphones, bells, 
and chairs. Any weapon Stasiak 
can pick up, he’ll use.”’ 

The Crusher, whose real name 
is Reggie Lysowski, comes in at 
260 pounds and has the same 
modus operandi as Dick The

The Crusher can be deadly as a 
tag partner with The Bruiser and 
he is equally aggressive while 
performing solo. 

Reggie looks a lot like The 
Bruiser and when they uncork 
their special brand of mayhem, it 
is easy to understand why their 
rivals think they are seeing 
double. 

Bull Curry, though nearing 60, 
cannot be ignored when you are 
speaking about ring ruffians be- 
yond the normal course of wres- 
tling action. Heis ranked ninth. 

Curry looks like a wild man 
with his dark beetle brows and 
thick black hair. He has a son in 
action, Fred Curry, but the latter 
isn’t quite as mean as his dad. 

The Bull even boxed Jack 
Dempsey in an exhibition back in 
1940 so that means he has heen a 
wrestler for more than 23 years. 

Curry has a natural mean 
streak in him when he puts on his 
grappling duds. Years ago Bull 
worked as a policeman in Hart- 
ford, Connecticut but finally was 
suspended for excessive brutal- 
ity against a prisoner. 

Curry flipped his lid and quit. 

“Look, I know how to keep 
these guys in line and if they 
don’t want to do it my way — 
then I simply don’t care...
